Gen. Wood gives an interesting ac- 


count of the sanitary reforms put in 
force »iui ihe good effect in reducing 
the extent of yellow fever, smallpox 
and other dises.se.

present conditions he says: "I believe 
that

most trust- 


worthy element of the population ia 
entirely friendly and in thorough ac- 
cord with the military authorities.

statement of the public debt issued 
Wednesday shows that at the close of 
business October Rl, 1S39, the debt, less 
cash in the treasury, am ounted to St,- 
14G.G29.5Sl. adecrease dur ingthemonth 
of S2.276.198. This decrease is account- 
ed for by the increase in thearuonntof 
cash on hand and the increased re- 
demption of national bank notes. The 
debt :s recapitulated as follows:

of 100 Germans, who call themselves 
Christian socialists, have purchased 
4.000 acres of land on the Chippewa 
Falls and Northern branch of tho 
Omaha railroad, northeast of this city, 
and have established a station called 
Soronau. 
They are building large 


houses and barns, and will work their 
land on the co-operative socialistic 
plan. They are a religious sect who 
came from th« north of Germany.

CHARLESTON, S. C., 
NOT. 3.—The 


steamer Kavahoe, Capt. Staples, ar- 
rived here Wednesday from New York. 
On Monday she encountered the gale, 
stood out to sea and hove to (or 18 
hours. On Tuesday, about SO milei 
east of Charleston lightship she res- 
cued Capt. John* Gaskell. sole survivor 
of the crew of the steamer Geo. L. Col- 
woii; of Detroit, bound to New York 
from Fernandina, Fla., with a cargo of 
lumber. C»pt- Gaskell was clinging to a 
piece of wreckage of his lost vessel to 
which he had clung'for 22 hour*. 
He 


.had been badly bruised. Capt. Gas- 
kell was kindly oared for on boara, 
and is now in St. Francis Xavier in- 
firmary here, progressing favorably. 
He says the storm itruck hira with full 
force Monday before daylight. The 
fury of the triad and force of the 
waves caused his vessel to spring' a 
leak. H<;av3- seas were shipped. The 
pumps were worked but became choked, 
the cargo shifted in the hold and the 
vessel broke .into pieces about ten 
miles northest of Cape Romain. Capt. 
Gaskell and crew of IS, clung to the 
wreckage, which turned over stvera) 
times. He saw ten of his crew engulf- 
ed in the waves and is of the opinion 
that the others shared like fates.

THE CIVIL SERVICE. 


A Tribute to the Colored Officers.— 


Condition of the Artillery 


Service. 


WASHINGTON, Jsov. 3.—The annual 


report ox the adjutant general of the 
army.Mirijf. Gen. Corbin. to the secre- 
tary of war, was made public Wednes- 
day. 
Aside from the strictly techni- 


cal recital of all the details of a busy 
year in military life, the report gives 
much information of an interesting 
g-euer.il character and submits numer- 
ous recommendations for the better- 
ment of the service. 


Gen. Corbin sums up the military 


forces now in the service of the United 
states army as follows:

lishment 
consists 
of

of cavalry,

The 


volunteer establishment consists of 
one regiment of cavalry, 24 of infantry 
and a 1'orto Rico battalion. 


The distribution of these troops up 


to October 1 last, was as follows: 


In the- United States, 34,229; Porto 


Hlco, 3,363; Cuba, 11,187; Philippines, 
32.315; en route to the Philippines, 17,- 
009; Alaska, 499, Hawaiian Islands, 469. 


Gen. 
Corbin adds the following to 


the summary: 


"It is expected that by December 1 


next all the infantry regiments, United 
States volunteers, shown above as in 
the United States, will have sailed for 
the Philippine Islands. These, with the 
troops now there, will give a total 
strength of 2,117 officers and 63,fi08 en- 
listed men, an aggregate of 63,723." 


Gen. 
Corbin pays a tribute to the of- 


ficers,of the new colored regimmts 
drawn from the non-commissioned of- 
ficers of the colored regiments in tfce 
regular army, or from those who saw 
service in the war with Spain, and 
says H is belioved the best equipped 
men of our colored citizens have been 
commissioned. 


"The pay of all officers below the 


grade of brigadier peneral should be 
increased at least S3J£ per ccat. while 
on duty in Cuba or our new posses- 
sions. Most of these gentlemen have 
families that they are unable to have 
with them, and therefore are com- 
pelled to maintain two establishments. 
Also, that provision be made that all 
officers below the grade of major gen- 
eral who retire by reason of age or 
wounds received in action, shall do so 
on the next grade above the rank held 
by theai in the regular army on the 
date of their retirement," 


Recommendation is made that mili- 


tary officers serving abroad as military 
attaches be given increased rank and 
pay- 
As the increase in the army calls for 


an additional number of 
military 


academy cadets to nil vacancies it is 
recommended that the president be 
authorized to appoint ten annually 
and that two be appointed at large 
from each state. 


Satisfaction is expressed that tho 


"army canteen" 
embarrassment has 


been removed' from the war depart- 
ment by the action of congress in es- 
tablishing certain restrictions. 


Recommendation is made that non- 


commissioned ofBcvs be given addi- 
tional pay in order to attract to these 
places a worthy class willing to stay ia 
those grades and that 25 years ;«rvice 
as an enlisted man shall be sufficient to 
admit to the retired list of enlisted men. 


The condition of the artillery service, 


especially of the seacoast, the report 
describes as not altogether satisfac- 
tory. It is believed that the time has 
arrived -when the artillery branch of 
the service should bo reorganized Mid 
the field artillery separated from that 
engaged in the coast defense. It U 
recommended that the regimental or- 
f an Station of the artillery b« abolished 
and that a corps of field artillery arid 
of seacoast artillery be provided for 
ttpirate and distinct from each other.

Cacao in Mexico was called "cacari." 


and the product was called ''chocolfitl." 
from which the word chocolate is de- 
rived. 


Cacao requires a very 
warm and 


humid climate—77 to SO degrees Fahren- 
heit—and copious rain. Rainfall and 
heat generally determine the annual 
productivity. 


The shells of tlit seed of cacao, roast- 


en and crounci, are used for "cocoa," n 
c'iniK vull known in the countries of 
the temperate 7one, but used in the 
tropes only by the poorer people. 


The soil best adapted for the cacao 


plartations is oue that is deep and 
wioi«t, the root of this tree grovdng ver- 
tically downward to a considerable 
depth. Siliceous clay is especially pre- 
ferred, on account of the phosphoric 
acid and potash required by the bean.
